Roaring oil burners, hissing | 
steam, chugging pumps and| 
belching smokestacks heralded} 
the first actual manufacture of! 
raw northern Alberta oil in a! 
northern Alberta refinery on 
Monday afctrnoon, Opening the| 
valve on the feed line, John! 
Wrather, superintendent of the} 
Alberta Refineries Limited, on! 
the South Side, jetted the Wain-! 
wright tluid into the furnace. It} 
lit with a roar, and thus Wain- 
wright fuel oil supplied the 
power to reduce and manufact-} 
ure its own substance in the com- 
pany’s stills. 

Udmonton’'s refinery at present can 
handle 1,000 barrels crude oil a day 
but the plant ts so constructed that 
it can be readily enlarged. As it Is 
bullt and equipped it in up to date in 
every particular 

Built of Brick 

The refinery proper is constructed 
of brick with corrugated tron roof- 
ing. Outside it are large tanks into 
which the cruGce oll is pumped from 
the tank cars, after whieh it Is sent 


to the refinery, vaporized and treated
